As in previous years, special 
prizes will be awarded to find¬ 
ers of silver and golden eggs 
and no child under the age of 
8 will be allowed to go from 
the park without at least one 
colored egg. 

Campaign for Red 
Cross $2300 Short 

The local campaign on be¬ 
half of the Sierra Madre 
chapter of the American 
National Red Cross remains 
$2300 short of its quota of 
$6891. according to Lee Ship- 
pey, chairman of the drive, 
who is encouraging people 
who made promises of dona¬ 
tions to send them to the 
headquarters at 41 S. Bald¬ 
win Ave. 

"We hope the workers will 
continue their efforts until 
everyone has been contact¬ 
ed," Shippey says. "We will 
be happy to receive pledges 
from persons who wish to 
spread out their contribu¬ 
tions over a number of 
months, giving a small 
amount each month." 

Contributors may call the 
Red Cross headquarters here 
at CU. 5-0745 between 10 
a.m. and 3 p.m. or contact 
their district captains. Be¬ 
cause the campaign last 
year was extended until 
May 18 it is feared that the 
drive this year also may be 
extended further unless con¬ 
tributors cooperate. 

Sierra Madreans employed 
in Los Angeles who contrib¬ 
ute to A.I.D. are aked to 
credit their donations to the 
local chapter as another 
help toward reaching the 
$6891 goal. 


Enrollment in the local school 
in 1943 was 325, including the 
7th and 8th grades. Students 
now number approximately 
1000, with 766 in elementary 
and the remainder in 7th and 
8th grades. 

According to a recent survey, 
three additional teachers will be 
needed for the children from 
69 homes now under construc¬ 
tion in one subdivision. These 
will be necessary in addition 
to at least one new teacher to 
fill an expected normal In¬ 
crease. 

Of the $55,000 being asked, 
$18,000 is needed for these four 
new teachers within the next 
two years. Increased tuition to 
Pasadena is also of immediate 
concern, the local board stated. 
This tuition will average $12,- 
000 more per year, and is ob¬ 
ligatory. The local board has 
earmarked $30,000 of the re¬ 
quested $55,000 for the two im¬ 
mediate needs. 

Although teachers’ salaries 
are in line with the average for 
Los Angeles County, some 
above average districts con¬ 
tinue to attract teachers and 
prospective employes from the 
Sierra Madre District, a spokes¬ 
man for the board told the 
NEWS this week. Local sala¬ 
ries start at $3932 with an 
average of $4500. 

In 1951-52, tuition of junior 
high students amounted to 
$26,168.38. This item jumped to 
$32,425 98 the following year. 
In 1953-54 it was $41,605.36. 
Larger increases are certain, 
as enrollment in the elemen¬ 
tary classes exceeds all pre¬ 
vious figures. Sierra Madre is 
billed by the Pasadena district, 
according to the average daily 
attendance. Since the birth rate 
has not decreased, it is possible 
to estimate increased junior 
high enrollment for at least 11 
years. 

The local board hopes to 
budget $5000 annually for un¬ 
distributed reserves, until funds 
are adequate to meet county 
standards. This budget item is 
normally tapped each year for 
expected, but not predictable, 
items, such as storm damage 
and repairs to equipment. En¬ 
tirely unprecedented large 
items that have upset previous 
budgets include reduction in 
state apportionment, new leg¬ 
islation requiring complete an¬ 
nual audit, and storm drainage 
installations to protect prop¬ 
erty.

No Nudist at Nature Club 


A proclamation designating 
April as Cancer Control Month 
and urging generous public 
support for the American Can¬ 
cer Society’s 1955 educational 
and fund-raising crusade, was 
issued this month by Mayor 
Charles H. James. The cam¬ 
paign is now open and is un¬ 
der the direction of Mrs. George 
B. Holmes, ACS unit chairman 
pictured above with James. 

Citing the fact that cancer 
will strike one in every four 
citizens if the present rate con¬ 
tinues, Mrs. Holmes pointed 


out that the lives of approxi¬ 
mately 2,100 Sierra Madre res¬ 
idents are endangered by this 
dread disease. It is estimated 
that one out of every three of 
these victims died unnecessa¬ 
rily because proper treatment 
was not undertaken in time. 

Mayor James commended the 
Cancer Society for its efforts to 
increase the number of cancer 
cures by a program of profes¬ 
sional and public education, of 
humanitarian services to can¬ 
cer patients, and of scientific 
research. 


One of the most interesting 
half-acres in Sierra Madre is 
owned and occupied by mem¬ 
bers of an organization which, 
in the land of its origin, was 
originally named “Natur Fre- 
unde-Touristen Verein.” In just 
plain English that means “The 
Nature Friends—Tourist Club.” 

To quash all rumors at the 
start, the Nature Friends are 
neither a German bund nor a 
nudist camp — as some unin- 
formed outsiders evidently 
have wanted to believe consid¬ 
ering the variety of tall tales 
that have persisted every year 
since the organization’s estab¬ 
lishment here in 1924. 

Located at 423 Yucca Trail, 
up the road from the canyon 
swimimng pool, the Nature 
Friends have a neat layout 
that includes two mountainside 
buildings that offer separate 
bath and sleeping quarters for 
men and women, indoor and 
outdoor dining rooms, a fresh¬ 
ly scrubbed kitchen with a 
huge stove and cured meats 
hanging from the ceiling, a rec¬ 
reation room, dance floor, and 
stage—and an overall atmos¬ 
phere of Ye Goode Olde Days 
in Vienna, birthplace of the 
Nature Friends in 1896. 

The 115 members are mostly 
of German descent from coun¬ 
tries throughout the old Europe 
that existed before a man 


named Adolf Hitler changed a 
lot of names and drove the 
Nature Friends into new head¬ 
quarters at Zurich, Switzerland. 
German ancestry, however, is 
not a requirement for member¬ 
ship. 

Requirements are based on 
congeniality. To join, the ap¬ 
plicant must be endorsed by 
two members, pay an initiation 
fee of one dollar, plus an an¬ 
nual fee of five dollars, and it 
is hoped that he will turn out 
at least occasionally, for “Work 
Day,” the third Sunday of every 
month. 

No one is forced to work, and 
there are no fines for the lazy 
ones, but it’s evident that many 
members do their share con¬ 
sidering that all quarters were 
built by their own free labor. 
Not a few of them, quite obvi¬ 
ously, are carpenters, archi¬ 
tects, and men experienced in 
construction of all kinds, for 
there is po sign of makeshift 
or amateur’s work anywhere on 
the place. The fine quality of 
German craftsmanship is evi¬ 
dent in every inch. 

The two people who live there 
all year round are Matt Wirt- 
numer and his wife, Anna. 
People may visit at any time, 
but the week-ends draw the 
largest crowds when members 
and their friends use the place 
as a base for their hiking trips 


into the mountains. The love of 
hiking and mountain climbing 
was the original motive in es¬ 
tablishing the Nature Friends, 
an “old fashioned” recreation 
that stems from far back in 
European history when chains 
of overnight hiking hostels 
were first created, but no one 
on the Sierra Madre premises 
is forced into his hiking boots 
if he prefers to enjoy the scen¬ 
ery from a chair. 

The scenery enjoyed by the 
Nfture Friends, not too inci¬ 
dentally, is another beautiful 
example as to why Sierra 
Madre has been compared to 
just about every mountain 
country in the European area. 
The view from the Nature 
Friends' clubhouse could well 
be called “Bavarian” — spelled 
o-u-t-o-f-t-h-i-s-w-o-r-l-d !” 

The organization itself, with 
members as far away as Seat¬ 
tle, Wash., and Austin, Tex., is 
one of a chain of hikers’ “Tour¬ 
ist Clubs.” There are five lodges 
all told which include estab¬ 
lishments in San Francisco, 
Oakland, San Jacinto, and at 
Donner Pass. The latter is espe¬ 
cially useful to those members 
who occasionally like to change 
their hiking shoes for skiis. 

Among some of the charter 
members of the Nature Friends 
are Valentine Georges, a re-

Of the 12 Scouting districts 
of San Gabriel Valley Council, 
Boy Scouts of America, now 
carrying on sustaining mem¬ 
bership drives, none has great¬ 
er concern for successfully 
reaching its quota than Mt.

For example, Schwartz said, 
quarterly payments in 1955 of 
Sierra Madre Chest funds for 
Sierra Madre's share of the 
Scouting program cover ex¬ 
penses already incurred in 1954. 
In the case of the other seven 
agencies in the Chest, the 
funds cover anticipated budget 
expenses for 1955 and the 
quarterly payments impose no 
hardship. 

Attainment of Mt. Wilson 
District’s $3100 goal in the sus¬ 
taining membership drive now 
under way will serve to put 
Sierra Madre Scouting on a 
current financial basis and will 
provide some portion of the 
additional funds needed to 
keep the quality of Scouting 
apace with the tremendous 
growth of the San Gabriel Val¬ 
ley population, Marcus Wood¬ 


ward, Mt. Wilson chairman, 
said. 

Mr. Schwartz states that 
Scouting program budgeting 
covers such items as cost of 
staffing, leadership training, 
maintenance of camps and a 
proportionate share of a pro¬ 
fessional Scouter’s salary.

There may be non¬ 
combustible material in the lot, 
or kitchen leavings which real¬ 
ly should be in the garbage 
pail, or papers which are damp 
and won’t do anything but 
smoulder. On the other hand, 
select half a dozen perfectly 
dry papers, twist them up sheet 
by sheet or no more than two 
or three sheets at a time, so 
that they will catch fire in¬ 
stantly and burst into a bright, 
smokeless blaze, and then 
feed other combustible mate¬ 
rial to the flames piece by 
piece, and you won’t raise 
enough smoke for your next 
door neighbor to see. 

Lots of us dump rubbish in 
the incinerator, set it afire and 
dash back in the house, all 
within two minutes — which 
really is an outrageously un- 
neighborly and selfish action. 
It takes only a few more min¬ 
utes to burn things properly, 
but it must be done with due 
patience and care or it will be 
badly done. And the time of
